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SIGNS OF THE TIMES_ AT KEENELAND: 





There was a time when names of the buyers at the yearling sales 
at Keeneland and Saratoga ran like the familiar names in the Social 
Register. Each purchaser rang a bell and fitted into a niche in the 
racing world. Before the sales were over, everyone knew about 
where each yearling was headed, who would train it, where it would 
race, for the racing interests were very much a family affair. The 
successful Keeneland Sales this year brought excellent averages 
throughout and reflected not only the reasoning behind the selectivity 
practiced by the management to further quality as opposed to quan- 
tity in Kentucky’s major sales, but also the widespread interest in 
racing by hitherto unknown names. 

A decade ago the names of such gentlemen as Joe Palmisano, J. 
Gavegnano, M. Schaible, E. A. Ginsburg, S. L. Kopald, and S. Gobus 
were not only unfamiliar, but would have caused a busy whirl of in- 
quiry in the industry as well as among the owners where the roster 
ran more to Whitneys, Woodwards, Wideners, Vanderbilts and 
Phipps. Last week’s sale, which recorded top prices being paid by 
sportsmen for the most part unknown to the sporting world, evoked 
no more than passing comment. “Who are these boys” was in most 
everyone’s mind but then most everyone has grown quite used to 
the unpredictable appearance of new racing owners where before 
the annual buyers at the yearling markets could almost be written 
down beforehand. 

Far from being an unhealthy sign, this interesting development 
is one of the best things that could happen to racing for it has and is 
tremendously broadening the scope of the owner public and is bring- 
ing into the sport some who will swell the ranks of those who have 
developed a real interest for racing, not as an income tax dodge, but 
as a great sport whose welfare is as important as their personal 
success in it. That the buyers themselves are interested in receiving 
new interests into their midst was amply proven when J..O. McCue, 
a hitherto unfamiliar buyer from Connecticut, was complimented by 
hearty applause upon his purchase of Leslie Combs’ Spendthrift colt 
by *Alibhai at the top price of $58,000. The fact that Mr. McCue, 
unfamiliar with yearling sales, had outbid some more experienced 
hands as well as some of the big western buyers, appealed to everyone 
at this Keeneland session. Their applause seemed to say, “Well done, 
newcomer, we are glad to have you around.” 

These sales once again displayed the stellar quality of the Keene- 
land offerings and proved the importance of top breeding lines in 
forcing up the averages for the whole sales. The sky is still the limit 
for good horses whether bought by Wideners, Ginsburgs or McCues. 
All this spells good racing in years to come and justifies the faith the 
breeders have in the sport and in the importance of steadily improv- 
ing the quality of the breeding stock by constant importation and 
the policy of breeding the best to the best. The horses that some of 
the young breeders are now standing in Kentucky, principally A. B. 
Hancock, Jr. who has been most active in acquiring stallions of the 
highest class to stand and to breed to his stakes quality mares, is a 
good case in point. The younger Kentucky breeders foresee the re- 
sults of this expanding market and are preparing for it. 

There is but one major cloud to the whole racing picture. It is 
not a picture which is troubled by decreasing gate receipts as baseball 
that reports a 10% decline in gate, a serious factor even to a forty- 
five million dollar industry. Nor is it one in which tote receipts are 
on the decline. Everything in racing is going up. This cloud is one 
that comes from success and it is the messy one of unbridled gang- 
sterism and its effect upon legislation. The state governments have 
not stamped out illegal bookkeeping; the Federal Government last 
year passed a stamp tax law taxing these illegal bookshops. Last 
year they were closing down fast in the face of Federal opposition. 
Latest reports this year are to the effect that few of the bookies are 
buying stamps, paying the tax and the law is not being prosecuted. 
The underworld has two cards up its sleeve, either to force the repeal 
of the act or to make off track bookmaking legal, permit wholesale 
gambling. It looks now as though their influence was being felt with 
stranglehold force. Publicity for off track betting is booming; one 
court in Philadelphia has decreed the tax against gambling shops to 
be unconstitutional while the number of stamps and taxes bought by 
bookies has markedly decreased, apparently showing the gangsters

are continuing to operate their shops and are disregarding the Federal 
legislation. Racing, sitting in between the rackets and the public, is 
bound to suffer with an eventual public reaction. These very interests 
who are buying at the sales ring this year have a very real interest in 
insisting that state and Federal Government enforce legislation to 
keep gangsters from getting a stranglehold on the sport. There will 





never be a deader goose that laid a gold egg than racing, if interests 
furthering illegal gambling and off track betting are not fought to a_ 


finish.

Prospects For Saratoga Meeting Appear 
Excellent As Its Races Open Upstate

By the time these notes are publish- 
ed, New York racing will be in Sara- 
toga, and high time, too. The Empire- 
City-at-Jamaica meeting prospered 
mildly—that is, it had a slightly di- 
minished attendance and a slightly in- 
creased pari-mutuel handle, the gain 
in betting being a little more than 
necessary to offset the attendance 
loss. It was about the same at Sara- 
toga’s Jamaica phase. The attendance 
drops were due largely to the fact 
that July set any amount of records 
for heat, and possibly that the racing 
seemed a little less interesting than 
usual. 

It was very hard, for instance, to 
work up much enthusiasm over Real 
Brother, though he won the Albany 
Handicap under top weight, standing 
a drive gamely and getting up in a 
determined finish. But I had the 
notion that nothing behind him was 
any good, at least as yet. Game 
Chance from the top race mare, Bon- 
nie Beryl, may develop; all he has at 
the moment is a gift of high speed 
and a doubtful ability to hold it. 

Real Brother is by Half Brother, an 
Epithet horse which got his name by 
being a half-brother to Requested, his 


Palmer 


dam being Fair Perdita. Half Brother 
was only a useful horse, winning 
$26,850 in five seasons. The dam is 
Paragreal, by Sangreal, a mare which 
had a couple of earlier winners but 
not distinguished ones. 

Real Brother has now won two 
stakes events, since he had taken the 
Wakefield a couple of weeks earlier, 
and his earnings are $29,155. He will 
hardly come to Saratoga, for he has 
no engagements there, and I doubt if 
he could fill them very well if he had. 
He started out for his breeder, Eu- 
gene Constantin, and won two races 
for him. Both of these were $6,000 
claiming races, and in the second of 
them, which he won by 6 lengths, he 
was claimed by Gilbert Gay. This 
connection was as brief as it was 
profitable, for he won his next race 
also and was claimed for $8,000, leav- 
ing Mr. Gay with a profit of $2,000 
and a purse of $2,405, against feeding 
the colt for six days. The claimant, 
this second time, was Mrs. Spears, 
who was interested in winning the 
Albany Handicap because, though now 
a New Yorker, she came originally 
from Albany. She gave her occupa- 
tion as a “wax broker”, which did not 


leave me_ greatly enlightened. I'd 
think, if you’re persistent, you'll find 
her turning up on the television pro- 
gram, “What’s My Line?” where peo- 
ple with unusual occupations try to 
baffle the questions of a panel. 

Real Brother had two items going 
for him, in addition to his own abil- 
ity. He came to his best form at a 
time when none of the better 2-year- 
olds were around, and also he is train- 
ed by Steve Judge, who has been at 
it about as long as anybody in the 
business. 


It wasn’t unexpected, but it was 
pleasant enough, to see that both 
Aqueduct and Belmont Park have in- 
creased their stakes values, the chief 
increase of course coming at Belmont, 
where The Jockey Club Gold Cup has 
been raised to $75,000, which I sup- 
pose makes it the richest weight-for- 
age race in the country. The New 
York tracks have been generous 
enough in purses, particularly in over- 
night ones, but they have sometimes 
been a little coy about stakes values. 
The feeling, apparently, is that there’s 
something faintly vulgar about the 
belief that a $50,000 race will draw 
more horses than a $25,000 one. 

Actually a little vulgarity would be 
good for the New York tracks, as it 
is for most people. 


Prospects for the Saratoga meeting 
appear excellent again, for the revort 
is that gambling will be as rigorously 
kept down as it was last year. For 
years there was a fiction that it was 
the roulette wheels which drew peo- 


ple to the town, and oddly enough it 
was believed by fairly intelligent peo- 
ple. This department, and a few 
other people with typewriters, had 
been insisting for some time that this 
was like a bot-fly claiming to support 
a horse, the same thing going for 
bookmaking. But in many quarters, 
until last year’s events proved differ- 
ently, there was a rather nervous be- 
lief that betting at race tracks was 
an outgrowth of illegal betting, in- 
stead of vice versa. 

As far as extremely wealthy people 
are concerned, the open gambling at. 
Saratoga possibly made little differ- 
ence, for they were there for the en- 
tire meeting anyway, and could stand 
a clip from the wheels without having 
to cut back elsewhere. But the bulk 
of support at Saratoga, as at any 
track, came from more or less aver- 
age people, who could put up about 
so much money for a holiday and no 
more. When these had a bad night 
at some of the gambling rooms, there 
wasn’t much for it but to shut up shop 
and go home. I know that I’m in the 
position of saying “I told you so,” and 
this isn’t a very graceful position. 

But the point isn’t that I was right 
—I’m willing to admit that was just 
percentage. The important aspect is 
that it has now been proved that open 
gambling at Saratoga attracted money 
which would have otherwise gone 
through legitimate channels at the 
race track, and that the relatively 
complete shutdown on. bookmakers 
has improved racing revenues else- 
where. It is perfectly obvious that

Bloodlines of Two Youngsters Which Went Under 
The Hammer On Monday At Keenelend

Most anyone interested in racing 
and breeding who received a Keene- 
land Summer Sales catalogue, could 
have spent many enjoyable hours 
leafing through its pages looking at 
the various bloodline patterns offer- 
ed. However, out of the entire sales 
of this year, it would be hard to find 
two individuals whose bloodlines 
will interest ‘‘pedigree probers”’ 
more than Hip numbers 32 and 51, 
which were sold in the Monday ses- 
sion. 

Mrs. E. S. Moore of Circle M fame 
went to $5,700 to secure Hip num- 
ber 32, a black filly by Relic—Ellie, 
by *Teddy, consigned by Melvin 
Carter, while J. C. McCue had the 
final say at $12,000 for Hip number 
51, the chestnut colt by Hight Thirty 
—Leonissa, by *Sickle, from the 
consignment of the Estate of Dr. 
Arthur Bach. 


Mrs. Moore’s black filly is, first 
off, a half-sister to the consistent 
Phil D., which was a bargain yearl- 
ing of the 1949 Keeneland Fall 
Sales, being purchased by W. C. 
Martin for $1,500. To the end of 
May Phil D. had returned $204,165 
on the original investment of Mr. 
Martin and had collected in stakes 
the Hollywood Laddie, San Felipe, 
Malibu Sequet, San Antonio and 
Point Fleming Handicaps. Phil D. 
a son of War Dog, must also be ad- 
mired for his dogged determinatoin 
when he was forced into defeat. One 
of these races occurred in the San 
Fernando Stakes, when he went 
down to defeat at the drive of Count- 
erpoint, in which he still led such 
as Intent, a horse to be reckoned 
with on any track, Count Turf ,and 
Big Stretch to the wire. 


Phil D. is inbred to *Teddy with 
one free generation—a result of the 
fact that his sire War Dog is by 
*Bull Dog, son of *Teddy, while his 
dam Ellie, is a daughter of that 
same great sire. 


Mrs. Moore’s black filly is also 
inbred, with two free generations, 
but to Black Toney—the filly’s sire 
Relic, is out of Bridal Colors by 
Black Toney, and her dam Ellie, is 
out of Fair Brown, another daugh- 
ter of Black Toney. It will be in- 
teresting a few years hence to sit 
back and look over the records of 
these two on the track and in the 
stud. Phil D. is inbred through the 
sire lines; while the filly is inbred 
through the dam lines of her pedi- 
gree. 


Ellie, dam of the black filly, was 
a winner at 2 and is out of the un- 
raced Fair Brown, a daughter of the 
great producer *Humanity, by 
*Voter. Therefore, she is a half- 
sister to the great producer Sweet- 
heart, the ancestress of a host of 
horses that are still honoring her 
name on the American turf, among 
the latest of which was the ill-fated 
Bold. 


Relic, by War Relic—Bridal 
Colors, by Black Toney, was an out- 
standing race horse and should be a 
great contribution to the French rac- 
ing scene, where he was sold after 
his racing career had ended. His dam 
Bridal Colors, is a half-sister to 
Blossom Time, stakes winner and 
dam of the great sire Blue Larkspur; 
and a full sister to stakes winners 
Miss Jemima, Befuddle, and Broad- 
way Jones (sire). 


The J. O. McCue chestnut colt is 
a half-brother to Justice, by War 
Relic, which equalled the track re-

cord at Monmouth Park for 1 1-16. 
miles by going the distance in 1.37 
3-5. But on examination of this 
colt’s pedigree he shows up with an 
interesting weaving of *Rock Sand 
and The Tetrarch blood, being in- 
bred to these horses with two free 
generations. In order to make this 
clearer the extended pedigree is 
shown below. 


*Rock Sand was the best 3-year- 
old in England in 1903 and at 4 won 
The Jockey Club Stakes and the 
Princess of Wales Stakes. After the 
death of his owner in 1906 he was 
purchased by August Belmont and 
brought to this country. Over here, 
*Rock Sand got a number of top 
horses among which were Friar 
Rock, Flint Rock and Trap Rock. 
Tracery, another of *Rock Sand’s 
sons foaled in this country, was sent 
to England as a yearling, where he 
won the St. Leger and became suc- 
cessful as a sire. 


*Rock Sand is better known thr- 
ough the success of his daughters 
than for his sons. His daughters 
have produced the stakes winners 
Man o‘War, Hourless, Mad Hatter, 
Mad Play, Sporting Blood, Dunlin, 
Chatterton, and Messenger. 


But, a grandson of *Rock Sand 
forced this line into the prominence 
again, despite the fact that at one 
time he was an “unwanted” horse. 
This was Pilate, by *Rock Sand’s 
son Friar Rock, which until Eight 
Thirty came along, had to play ‘‘se- 
cond fiddle’ in the stallion barn to 
a couple of imports. 


The other half of this inbred pat- 
tern of this chestnut colt is The 
Tetrarch, which was one of the 
greatest horses to set foot on Eng- 
lish soil, a soil that has been im- 
printed by many great ones. 


The Tetrarch wag raced only as a 
2-year-old and was never defeated. 
In the stud, he sired a number of 
outstanding horses, not the least of 
which was Mumtaz Mahal, one of the 
best 2-year-olds of the 1923 season. 
This grey filly won 5 straight races 
and lost her last start of the season 
to the bay colt Arcade, which was 
by Tracery, son of *Rock Sand. 


When put to stud Mumtaz Mahal, 
produced Mirza II, the sire of Green- 
tree’s *Northern Star; Mumtaz Be- 
gum, dam of *Nasrullah and *Niz- 
ami; and Mah Mahal, dam of the 
Derby winner and successful sire 
*Mahmoud. 


In male line, The Tetrarch was 
represented in this country by the 
imports, Royal Minstrel, Stefan the 
Great, Foray II, Gino, and The 
Satrap. Today the remaining repre- 
sentatives of this sire line at stud 
number First Fiddle, Jean Valjean, 
Foray Array, Side Boy, Tip-Toe, Go 
Gino, Ginobi, Doublerab and others. 

The dam of the J. O. McCue yearl- 
ing, Leonissa, is also the dam of 
War Delegate, War Atlas, Squffie, 
and Joiner. She is a half-sister to 
the stakes winner Mantagna, and the 
stakes class Crazy Jane, dam of Ad- 
onis, and Jane Blenheim. The 3rd 
dam, Dona Roca, is the dam of the 
stakes winners Dunlin, and Ordin- 
ance. 


It should be stressed, however, 
that no matter how much inbreeding 
is done, it is rare that the individual 
is much improved over his immedi- 
ate ‘relatives. However, both the 
black filly and the chestnut colt 
come of good stock and it hasn’t 
been proven that inbreeding hurts 
a horse.

Moochers of Ten Percent Discourage New 
Owners and Horse Enthusiasts 





Easy Mark 


Not too recently this country was 
treated to the spectacle of a govern- 
ment investigation which brought 
out the nefarious business of the 
“five-percenters”. People were hor- 
rified, and justly so, by the lack of 
moral principles this clan of mooch- 
ers displayed. But it looks like this 
country is slowly becoming the land 
of the percenters. No matter what 
business a man gets into or what pro- 
fession he takes up, there are always 
some men trying to get their cut if 
he succeeds. Horses and horsemen 
are no exception. In fact this busi- 
ness of getting a cut on any transac- 
tion makes it very difficult to do 
business in the localities where 
horses play a big part in the daily 
life of the people. 


How many horse enthusiasts are 
lost to racing and breeding by the 
ten-percenters no one can definitely 
say, but once a man who has taken 
up the sport of racing, showing, or 
taken the plunge in the breeding 
game, starts to add up all the 10 
percent cuts, one can readily see 
how he could become disgusted and 
discouraged. We do not mean to say 
that some of these slices are not legi- 
timate, but the hidden ones that the 
horse industry is saddled with are 
without a doubt as nefarious as the 
Washington type. 

Our ear has been on the receiving 
end of some of these practices and 
we can only say that such actions 
sour a lot of people to the extent that 
they give up in desperation and dis- 
gust. Take the case of a horse dealer 
who develops a good mount for the 
hunting field or show ring and con- 
sequently has several people inter- 
ested in buying the horse. This pro- 
fessional horseman prices the horse 
and has several purchasers inspect 
him, and one of them is all set to 
buy.: However, he wants his stable 
manager to look the animal over and 
see what he thinks about the horse. 
The stable manager in this case, 
takes a look at the horse, finds noth- 
ing wrong with him, but this does 
not complete the sale by any means. 
Don’t be so trusting my dear reader. 
The stable manager immediately go- 
es into a powwow with the horse 
dealer and the whole thing winds 
up with the representative of the 
stable agreeing to O. K. the horse if 
he gets his usual 10 percent cut. 
Whether he usually gets this is be- 
side the point, but he makes it ap- 
pear to everyone around him that 
everybody is doing it. If the dealer 
does not agree there is no sale. In a 
case like this the horseman either 
tells the stable manager to go jump 
into the drink or takes a loss of 10 
percent on his original selling price. 
The next time this stable manager 
comes around the horseman prices 
his hunter, jumper or whatever he 
has to sell accordingly. What about 
the fellow footing the bill? What 
does he think when he finds this 
out? 

The old 10 percent does not stop 
with the horses, not by a long shot. 
Some of the farm representatives try 
to get a cut from everything that is 
bought for the welfare of the home, 
farm and anything on the place. For 
instance, they try to make arrange- 
ments with the saddleries, by baiting 
them with the amount of business 
they can bring them; all of which 
they will do for a check each time 
their employer pays the bill, said 
check to be 10 percent of the em- 
ployer’s bill. If the saddler suc- 
cumbs to their blandishments some 
items on his shelves must go up to 
make up for the 10 percent check. 
Mr. Horse Owner pays again. 

If you think this has gone far 
enough you are quite wrong. Some 
representatives of farms carry this 
extra profit angle and motive to 
every dealer or supplier they come 
in contact with. The hay and feed 
man, the building material supplier 
and anybody who has dealings with 
the establishment for which they 
work. 

It is fortunate that this type of 
horseman and farm manager are in 
the minority, but the few that do ply 


their wares in this fashion are usual- 
ly the ones who discourage new own- 
ers, breeders and people who have 
become interested in horses for the 
sport which they can provide. It is 
usually this ilk that is hired by 
the newcomer, as all the good horse- 
men are gainfully employed. Where- 
as the poor ones have been found 
lacking and consequently are the 
very group which lines up for the 
jobs, that people starting out in the 
game, have to offer. 


Chronicle readers are familiar with 
the slippery character who took 
many experienced horsemen over the 
coals for a neat sum, usually over 
the telephone, via long distance. 
Nearly always he had a van break 
down and he needed a stake to pro- 
ceed with his load of Thoroughbreds. 
He varied this scheme now and then 
and usually got a contribution. If 
experienced horsemen can be taken 
in by sharpies like this, what do you 
think a slick ten-percenter can do 
to a neophyte in the game. Fellows 
like this can carry on for a long 
time before enough publicity on their 
deeds forces them to give up. 


Horsemen would do themselves 
and their patrons a big service ! > 
playing the game square and by 
putting the spotlight on all the 
slippery characters and slick ten- 
percenters in their groups. This 
would be a good move in the right 
direction and save people who are 
interested in horses and are willing 
to pay well for their interest, a lot 
of money and grief. After all when 
a man is hired to do a certain job, 
a certain amount of loyalty is ex- 
pected from him in return for the 
wages his employer pays out. A 
stable manager or a horseman who 
takes advantage of his employer 
eventually winds up without a job. 
The biggest blow however, comes 
when the employer decides to quit 
the game. 


Easy Markings 

Judging from the summaries and 
the reports the hurdle racing at 
Monmouth Park has been excellent. 
The races have filled well and have 
drawn a good number of extra en- 
thusiasts through the turnstiles.... 
Steeplechse trainer Jack Skinner 
saddled a good winner on the flat 
for Stephen C. Clark, Jr. The young- 
ster is the 2-year-old filly by War 
Admiral—Silver Light, by *Mah- 
moud, which was bred by the late 
S. D. Riddle and purchased for $6, 
000 at the Saratoga sale out of the 
Riddle Estate consignment. This was 
the 4th start for Sea Dawn which 
finished 2nd on one other occasion. 
To date she has won $3,400 and 
looks like a mighty fine prospect. . 
A record number of guests were on 
hand to celebrate the 6th annual 
Turf Charity Ball and Festival held 
on July 26, at Monmouth Park. It 
is expected that last year’s total of 
$55,000 raised for hospitals and 
charitable organizations will be ex- 
ceeded. This would bring the total 
contributions to charity over $300, 
000 since the inception of the Char- 
ity Ball..The Washington, D. C. 
International race will be staged at 
Laurel Park on either October 11 or 
18. It will be an invitation race run 
over Laurel’s infield turf course at 
1 mile and 5 furlongs from a walk- 
up start. According to a release 
from Laurel, this race was one of 
the strongest factors in the removal 
of Laurel’s steeplechase course and 
the replacing of it with a turf lay- 
out.The race is to be an annual af- 
fair and to date five foreign owners 
have accepted invitations to compete 
for the $50,000 purse..The Voice, 
which finished 2nd to Virginius in 
the hurdle race at Monmouth Park 
on Tuesday July 22, is a full bro- 
ther to Alsab.

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Worming Horses 





Latest Thing In Worming Horses Is 2 Grams 
Of Phenothiazine Every Day

The University of Kentucky has 
just issued bulletin 582 which states 
that a group of horses were fed 2 
grams of Phenothiazine every day 
with no let up for 4 years, and an- 
other group 4 grams every day with 
no let up for 2 years and no bad ef- 
fect was noticed. Several horses were 
sacrificed for postmortem examina- 
tions which showed no bad effect, 
and no bad effect was noticed on 
their breeding qualities several colts 
were produced during the experiment 
and one 18-year-old mare here-to- 
fore barren had a live healthy foal. 

The experiment was started in 
April, 1948 with 12 horses, (stal- 
lions, mares and fillies) to determine 
the effect, if any, of small daily doses 
of Phenothiazine on their physical 
well being. They were divided into 
4 groups and given daily doses of 1-2 
gram, 1 gram, 2 grams and 4 grams. 
Every 4 weeks a worm egg count was 
made, and a blood specimen was ex- 
amined and at the end of the first 
and second year, one horse in each 
group was sacrificed for a postmor- 
tem. A microscopic examination was 
made of the liver, heart, lungs, kid- 
neys and spleen, and still no trace of 
damage could be found. At the be- 
ginning of the third year the 4 re- 
maining horses were all put in the 
group receiving 2 grams daily and 
this group is now going into the 5th 
year of the experiment. 

The worm eggs were reduced in 
proportion to the medicine given. 
The group getting a 1-2 gram had 
an egg count of just over 600 epg 
“(eggs per gram of manure) twice in 
two years. The group on 1 gram 
were just under 300 epg twice, and 
the group on 2 grams past 150 epg 
twice in the 36 months and the aver- 
age for this group was 40 epg. The 
ones on 4 grams got to 40 epg twice 
and stopped at 30 twice and averag- 
ed 9. 

While the 4 gram daily dose show- 
ed no bad effect on the horses at all, 
the 2 gram daily dose is considered 
sufficient to gradually reduce the 
worms and prevent reinfection, and 
should eventually rid the farm of 
them entirely. 

One horse in each group was given 
a big dose of Phenothiazine at the 
start, because some thought’ the 
small daily doses could only prevent 
reinfection. These horses had much 
fewer worm eggs at the next examin- 
ation, but after that there was no 
difference. In fact those 4 happened 
to average a little higher than the 
other 8 over the first year which 
would indicate the big dose was un- 
necessary. ) 

Another very interesting point 
brought out in this examination was 
that in the eight postmortem exam- 
ination they found a great reduction 
in the number of lavae in the arter- 
ies. In one artery where 20 previous 
postmortems had averaged 59, in 
these § the average was less than 4. 
You know it was previously thought 
that the worm lavae got into the 
blood immediately after entering the 
mouth, and came in contact with the 
medicine only as adults laying eggs 
in the digestive tract. In this test it 
seems that at least three-fourths of 
the entering lavae were swept on 
down with the food into the diges- 
tive tract and killed by the medicine 
before they got into the blood 
streams. This is significent because 
it is much better to kill the worms 
before they injure the horse than it 
is to kill them after they have irflict- 
ed injuries. These 12 horses were 
constantly picking up worms because 
they were stabled with as many or 
more untreated horses. If the un- 
treated horses had as many worms 
as the ones selected for treatment 
(which averaged 3,860 epg), they 
were each dropping 40,000,000 worm 
eggs per day. 

If we give our horses these 2 gram 
doses for red worms, do we still have 
to call a vet to starve them a day 
and treat them for white worms? 
That is what I would like to know. 
This bulletin enumerates many kinds 
of red worms, (by red worms I mean 
those that feed on flesh and blood) 
found in these 12 horses; but it mak- 


es no mention of finding any ascarid 
or other white worms 
worms I mean those that feed on the 
vegetable matter, which is the horse's 
food). In Kentucky the white worms 
are kept down by other means, so 
were hardly expected to be in these 
12 horses and their absence caused 
no comment. I think their absence 
might be very significant in the light 
of other experiments with 2 gram 
daily doses where white worms were 
abundant. 

Now, let us look at an experiment 
at Blackstone College with 12 horseg 
infected with many times more 
worms, and white worms too. 

Nov. 1, 1951 specimens of drop- 
pings from 9 of the 12 horses were 
sent to the V. P. I. Laboratory at 
Blacksburg, Va. This revealed the 
following epg. 

No. 1 Mare, age 3, Strongyles 34, 
850; Lung worms 5,000. 

No. 2 Morgan mare, 4 Strongyles 
13,50; Lung worms 5,000. 

No. 3 Colt, 5 months, out No. 4 
<a 3,500; Lung worms Top 
200. 

No. 4 Welsh brood mare Strongy- 
les 27,000; Lung worms 7,000. 

No. 5 Colt, 7 months, out No. 6 
—e™ 15,000: Lung worms 4, 


No. 6 Pinto pony brood mare 
Strongyles 9,700; Lung worms 2, 
320, Ascarid 10,000. 

a 7 Mare, age 4 Strongyles 24, 

No. 8 Morgan stallion, age 4, 
Strongyles 600. 

No. 9 Arabian stallion 
Strongyles 3,350. 

After this on Nov. 7, 1951 the 12 
horses were put on a daily dose of 2 
grams of phenothiazine; they were 
given 50 doses in 50 days. About ten 
days later another examination was 
made on Jan. 7. Specimens of drop- 
Pings from all 12 horses were sent

«to the same laboratory, and the same 


kind of examination revealed: 

Nos. 1, 2, 7 and 10 each had from 
3 to 9 Strongyles epg; Nos. 3, 4, 8, 
11, and 12 had none (were run twice 
and still none); No. 5 had 56 As- 
carids, and No. 6 had 40 Strongyles. 

These horses are still on the 2 
gram doses and examinations are 
still being made, all of which have 
so far been low or negative. It will 
be interesting to hear more from 
Mrs. L. C. Reed, College Box R, 
Blackstone, Va. about this later. 

You will notice that the first 9 
horses had in 9 grams of manure, be- 
fore the treatment, a total of 33,520 


miscellaneous eggs, besides the 
191,950 Strongyle eggs that the 
medicine was intended for. Two 


months later only 75 worm eggs of 
all kinds could be found in the same 
amount of manure from the 9 hors- 
es. Professor W. L. Threlkeld of 
Blacksburg, Va. said it was unusual 
to have a negative specimen, so 
when they found no eggs they ran 
that specimen again, but even so, 
you notice they found only 75 from 
9 horses and 56 of these were white 
worm eggs in one specimen. 

Another thing of interest in this 
report is that No. 5, a pony colt, had 
a great number of red worms and no 
white, although running with his 
mother No. 6 who had 10,000 white 
epg. He must have been picking up 
white worms constantly by the hun- 
dreds, which were probably destroy- 
ed by the meat eating reds. One 
month after he was put on the medi- 
cine (Dec. 1951) an examination re- 
vealed no eggs at all. (This was re- 
markable that the medicine could 
have cleaned out 19,000 so quickly.) 
In January, (as previously stated) 
56 white epg were found, and in 
March 500 epg were found. At first 
thought it seems that this medicine 
helps the white worms, but on sec- 
ond thought, how can you explain it 
except that the 15,000 red worms 
had kept the white worms out? Then 
after the reds were killed the whites 
got in and laid a lot of eggs before 
the medicine overcame them, because 
the April examination revealed no 
eggs at all again. 

Now, this brings up a very inter-

At Monmouth 





Hyvania Bests *Clive of India At the Wire In 
The Midsummer Hurdle Handicap 





Playfellow 


Offering five hurdle events during 
the final week of a three-week session 
of hurdle racing, Monmouth’ Park 
closed this phase of the sport in a 
blaze of glory. The final and most 
lucrative hurdle race sponsored by 
the popular Oceanport, N. J. course, 
was the Midsummer Hurdle Handicap. 
Contested over the 134 mile distance, 
the $10,000 added test lured the six 
pest hurdle horses in training on Fri- 
day, August 1. 

Running true to the form he dis- 
played a week earlier, when he was 
disqualified from a winning effort in 
an allowance race, Mrs. G. H. Bost- 
wick’s Hyvania bested Mrs. E. duPont 
Weir’s *Clive of India at the wire. 
Running the best race of his hurdling 
career, under the handling of Albert 
Foot, the *Hypnotist II — Vagrancy 
gelding was rated just off the pace in 
the early stages. This was being set 
py the lightly rigged *Roll Call 2nd, 
who attempted to utilize his advan- 
tage of 135 pounds. However, class 
and heart told the story and when 
ready, Foot moved Hyvania to the 
fore and was leading over the 8th 
obstacle by 3 lengths. 

On approaching the final turn, with 
two hurdles to go, *Clive of India 
made his move under “Paddy” Smith- 
wick and cleared the jump a head to 
the good of Mrs. Bostwick’s represen- 
tative. On landing both Foot and 
Smithwick put up a ride that turned 
the crowded grandstand into a tumult- 
uous sea of humanity. Using all of 
his well-endowed ability, the French 
jockey finally shoved Hyvania under 
the wire a scant head in front of his 
hard-ridden nemesis. Some 5 lengths 
in the rear was Allison Stern’s fast- 
closing *Salemaker, with Tommy Field 
in the saddle. 

L. W. Jennings’ Eolus, who was 
never a threat after the first mile, 
gained the 4th money. The latter was 
made an odds-on favorite with the 
fans, due to his undoubted ability on 
the flat. This ability was displayed 
in an allowance race at Monmouth a 
few weeks earlier and at Delaware 
Park in the Montchanin distance race 
series. The winner’s time over the 
“long” 134 mile course, was 3:20-2/5. 

Showing their enthusiasm for hurdle 
racing, which was re-introduced at 
Monmouth Park last year, after an 
absence of over 50 years, the public 
wagered $114,105 on the 6-horse field. 
The New Jersey racing fans have 
taken the “leppers” to their hearts 
and the owners and trainers of hurd- 
lers, have likewise—taken Monmouth 
Park to their hearts. Not only did 
the original condition book of 10 
hurdle races stand without change, 
the management added two races to 
the program to take care of horses on 
the “also eligible” list. This brought 
about a rise in purse distribution, 
which totaled $44,500 for the three 
weeks of sport. 

Monmouth’s final week of hurdling 
opened on Monday, July 28, with a 


maiden race to benefit those who 
could not get in the preceding test of 
this type. The 144-mile race proved 
an easy one for F. Ambrose Clark’s 
well-bred Acefull, who displayed his 
winning ability on the flat last year. 
Ridden by Scott Riles, the Case Ace— 
Blue Colors gelding went to the front 
on the second trip down the back 
stretch and improved his position, 
while hurdling well, to score 3 lengths 
over Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ Flaw. Arthur 
E. Pew, Jr.’s *Tico Tico, a winner on 
the flat at the hunt meetings, finish- 
ed 3rd, a neck off Flaw. The winner’s 
time over a field of 12 starters, was 
2:43-1/5 on a fast course. 

Making it two straight victories, 
since he was introduced to hurdle 
racing at Aqueduct last month, L. W. 
Jennings’ Mighty Mo accounted for a 
11%4-mile allowance race for “non- 
winners of two” on Tuesday, July 29. 
Cleverly ridden by Jason Eaby, a vet- 
eran ’chaser rider who is showing the 
best form of his career, the sopho- 
more gelding found little trouble turn- 
ing back Llangollen Farm’s Sugar 
Coated and V. Cella’s Porter Man by 
2 lengths. The latter pair finished as 
named, with a head separating Porter 
Man from the place award. By Battle- 
ship, from Chatter Anne, the winner, 
who is bred to jump, covered the dis- 
tance in 2:41-3/5 over a fast course. 


Wednesday, July 30, was United 
Hunts Day at Monmouth Park and the 
members, who were guests of the 
Monmouth Park Jockey Club, wit- 
nessed the second running of the 
United Hunts Purse. Run at a 1% 
miles over hurdles, the $3,500 race is 
open only to horses which have start- 
ed over jumps at a hunt meeting. 


The many UHRA members on 
hand, were happy to see a fellow- 
member, William H. Frantz of Media, 
Pa., score his first victory on a major 
race course with his new purchase, 
Trout Brook. Long a favorite with 
hunt racing fans, the victor formerly 
raced for Richard K. Mellon. Well 
ridden by James Murphy, the 5-year- 
old Bolingbroke—Evening Tide geld- 
ing got up in the final stages to score 
by a head over J. F. McHugh’s Whats- 
init. P. T. Cheff’s *Moot, an invader 
from the Midwest hunt racing circuit, 
bested the others in the field of 8, to 
gain the show award. 

Although the winner, who ran the 
distance in 2:46-2/5 over a fast qourse, 
is trained by Sidney Watters, Jr., he 
was saddled by E. H. “Tiger” Bennett. 
Trainer Watters was absent, due to a 
virus condition, which will keep him 
sidelined for a few more weeks. 

Battleship, recently retired from 
the stud, had another of his get turn 
up in the winners’ circle on Thursday, 
July 31, when George T. Weymouth’s 
mare, Painted Ship, accounted for a 
claiming event. Handled by the ap- 
prentice rider, Warren Lane, the mare 
from *Fairy Dream held on to win by 
a head from K. F. Chandor’s fast- 
closing Fonda.

Annual Keeneland Summer Sales 





1952 Averages Down Ten Percent Over 
Figures Set At the 1951 Sessions 





A total of 367 colts and fillies 
went under the hammer at the 
Keeneland annual auction of the 


Breeders’ Sales Company. ‘‘The Sale 
of Selected Yearlings’’ brought $2, 
729,700 for an average of $7,438. 
This was about 10 percent less than 
the 1951 level of $8,237. 

In the blue grass country the mar- 
ket was analyzed as strong as it was 
a year ago, due to the general quality 
of the offerings this year which did 
not quite compare to those that were 
catalogued last year, and in most 
quarters the 9th annual Keeneland 
Summer Sales were considered a suc- 
cess despite the drop in the averages. 

The two high prices ,of the sale 
were the dark bay colt by *Alibhai 
—Miss Dogwood, by *Bull Dog, 
which was purchased by J. O. McCue 
for $58,000 out of the Leslie B. 
Comb II consignment and the bay 
colt by Jet Pilot—Fair Weather, by 
*Sickle purchased by Humphrey 5%. 
Finney out of the Claiborne Farm lot 
for $36,000. It was not disclosed for 
whom Mr. Finney was acting as 


agent, but most ringsiders were of 
the opinion that the $36,000 buy 
would eventually end up in the 


Maine Chance stable. 

The smallest price paid at the 
sales for a yearling was $1,200 by 
Charles Whittingham for a chestnut 
filly by Alquest out of the Argentine 
mare *Cheryba, by Parlanchin. This 
filly came out of the A. B. Gay con- 
signment.

people who stand to make money on 
illegal gambling will raise these argu- 
ments again, and it is thus important 
that their falsity be recognized. The 
Saratoga race track has a good many 
friends, and among them they have 
the influence to keep gambling out of 
the town. Even now, with the evi- 
dence in front of them, they’re taking 
no position on it, which is more or 
less the reason for this essay. 

It isn’t that this department is in 
the slightest degree interested in re- 
form. As far as I am concerned per- 
sonally a roulette wheel may be set 
up at each of the subway exits, and 
if Rochester or Buffalo or Pittsburgh 
decides to let everything go, that’s all 
right with me. But I am very much 
interested, personally as well as pro- 
fessionally, in Saratoga, and the meet- 
ing there is necessarily less well sup- 
ported than the ones downstate.

esting idea. It might be that we will 
never have to call a vet again to 
worm a horse. That is, if these 2 
gram doses will do as well for us as 
they did for the 12 horses mentioned 
above. None of the other 11 have 
shown as many as 100 epg since the 
medicine was started last Nov. We 
should not expect to get many nega- 
tive reports, because horses are al- 
ways picking up worms and this 
medicine kills them slowly. 

The beauty of this method of 
worming is that we do not have to 
work in the dark, or trust to luck, or 
rely on what it has done for others. 
We can pick up an old tin can around 
the house and send a sample of man- 
ure from our stable to the Veterinary 
Diagnostic Laboratory, at one of our 
State Colleges and find out how it 
is working in our particular case. 
There is no charge for this, and we 
can ask the lab to let us know how 
many eggs they find per gram and 
what kind of eggs they are. Then if 
there is any kind of worm that is 
getting by us we will have to call 
our vet in to get him. [ think a big 
dose treatment should never be given 
except by a vet. Our veterinarian is 
equipped to make these fecal exam- 
inations but we would not like to 
ask him to do this, because that 
would be asking him to help us dis- 
pense with his services. So I am sug- 
gesting some state owned laborator- 
ies. These are equipped to do this, 
and are glad to do for the tax pay- 
ers of their state; and they will often 
do it for citizens of neighboring 
states in which the service is not 
available.

SHOW CIRCUITS 








Reasons For Junior Riders Leaving the Show 
Competition Should Be Eliminated

What happens to the outstanding 
riders in equitation events and to 
the youngsters who show ponies ex- 
tensively until such time ag they are 
too large to ride the small mounts? 
Looking into the matter of equita- 
tion riders and using The National 
Horse Show as a criterion, it would 
be interesting to know! why not only 
the winners but also the other junior 
exhibitors fade from the show ring 
when they have passed the age limit. 

At the National Show a good cross- 
section of riders is presented. When 
a judge or judges make a final selec- 
tion, a great number of youngsters 
have performed and the eventual 
winners of the ribbons have accom- 
plished quite a feat. However, when 
one looks back through the pro- 
grams and then takes a look at 
current programs, too many of these 
names do not appear as owners or 
exhibitors. There must be a reason 
for this situation. 

Perhaps the trouble lies with the 
parents. Today the pony and junior 
classes are sometimes a sight to be- 
hold. If a pony or equitation rider 
doesn’t win, it is never his or her 
fault, the judge doesn’t know what 
he is doing. The parents continue 
to follow the circuits, taking away 
their children’s vacation time by 
utilizing this period for extensive 
schooling and showing. If a child 
likes to ride in the beginning, there 
is a great possibility that he will be 
come so sick and tired of the con- 
tinuous showing that he will lose all 
interest. There are youngsters show- 
ing today who would much rather 
be swimming, playing tennis or may- 
be just reading a book on that parti- 
cular afternoon. However, the pony 
or horse was bought for the child to 
show; a show is scheduled and the 
rider is not given an alternative— 
he has to ride. 

If anyone has ever lived in the 
country and had a pony which could 
be ridden anywhere at anytime, 
there is no more joy than to go thr- 
ough the period of Indians and cow- 
boys; sheriff and his posse and take 
a try in a few classes when a local 
show is held, But, if only one pony 
can be had and this one was purchas- 
ed at a stiff price and is a top show 
pony, then that is what he has to be. 
Too many knots and bumps could be 
had if the child were allowed to 
roam the countryside, jumping small 
jumps, wading the creek, etc. Thus 
the only association the youngster 
has with his pony is the period of 
schooling and showing. Added to 
this is the weekly repetition of argu- 
ments which take place. 

The junior hunters don’t need the 
measuring stick but woe betide the 
show committee who fails to make 
arrangements to have one handy for 
a pony show. Some shows have 
three classifications for ponies while 
others have two. Regardless of the 
divisions, there will always be pon- 
ies which are so close to the maxi- 


mum height that a measuring stick 
will have to be brought out to settle 
the question. 

Anyone who has attended many 
pony shows knows that some ponies 
are shown hare footed so that they 
can remain in the smaller division. 
However, at another show where the 
competition might not be too stiff in 
the large division, the pony is shod 
and entered in the big ranks. There 
should be a definite rule about a 
pony remaining in the same divis- 
ion for a show season and this would 
eliminate much of the squabbling 
which juniors have to listen to dur- 
ing the year. Some ponies begin 
showing early and consequently will 
grow, but it is possible for one to 
remain in a particular division for at 
least one season, unless he was stay- 
ing in that division by the skin of 
his teeth in the early months of the 
year and cut more teeth before fall. 

When the matter of a pony’s size 
is questioned, he should be measur- 
ed following his first appearance at 
the show. Too often an exhibitor 
will wait until he or she finds out 
whether the pony is in the winning 
group before making a protest. By 
that time it is unfair to the owner 
of the pony and the child riding, as 
well as to the child whose parents 
protest. The matter of the size of 
ponies causes situations somewhat 
like that of a top lightweight slip- 
ping into the middle and heavy- 
weight division when the latter divis- 
ion at a show is light. When he goes 
to another show, he may be found 
back among the lightweights. How- 
ever, the ponies are not subject to 
man’s decision. The final decision 
can be made via the measuring stick. 

The horse show game needs young 
and enthusiastic riders and owners. 
Don’t let them become discouraged 
before they reach the age when they 
can compete against the adults. Find 
out where the fault lies and take 
every necessary step to make an im- 
mediate correction.

U. S. Equestrian Teams At Helsinki 





Civilian-Sponsored Teams Prove To Be Great 
Credit To Country and Backers 





The months and years have rolled 
along rapidly since a group of people 
made a momentous decision—the U. 
S. A. would pe represented in the 
equestrian events in the 1952 Olym- 
pic Games. Meetings had been held 
and much talk had heen involved. At 
the Devon Horse Show in 1950, Brig. 
Gen. Alfred B. Tuckerman told this 
paper that plans were being formu- 
lated so that a U. S. Equestrian 
Team would be a probability rather 
than a possibility. 


Hard work by the sponsers, com- 
mittees, horsemen and horse shows 
was more than repaid by the whole 
exhibition of the Individual Dressage, 
Three Day Event and Prix des Na- 
tions representation at the 1952 
Olympic Games which came to a close 
in Helsinki, Finland on August 3. 
The points which the equestrian 
teams were able to accumulate added 
their bit to the final compilation 
which placed the U. S. ahead with 
614 points to capture the team title. 


Represented for the first time by 
a civilian-sponsored team, the U. S. 
had great hopes when the morning 
session of the Prix des Nations was 
over. Major John Russell and the 
veteran Army horse, Democrat were 
leading but the pace proved to be 
too much for the aged gelding and 
that afternoon he had 4 knock- 
downs. When the faults were added, 
Great Britain had accounted for its 
only gold medal during the Games. 
The team made up of D. N. Stewart, 
W. W. White and Lt. Col. H. M. 
Llewellyn had 40.75 faults to win 
1st place over the Chilean team of 
Oscar Cristi, C. Mendoza and R. 
Echevarria which had 45.75. The U. 
S. team, composed of Arthur Mc- 
Cashin on Miss Budweiser, William 
Steinkraus on Hollandia and Maj. 
John Russell on Democrat had ac- 
cumulated 52.25 to finish 3rd. 


The traditional closing event of 
the Games is the Prix des Nations, 
Individual. After the first trip over 
the imposing course, 5 riders were 
tied with 8 faults each. In the jump- 
off, Pierre D’Oriola of France came 
in first on Ali Baba and completed 
the course without a fault. Oscar 
Christi rode Bambi for Chile and was 
faultless until he reached the next 
to last jump where he was scored 
with 4 faults and subsequently was 
2nd behind Pierre )D’Oriola. Ger- 
many’s representative, Fritz Thiede- 
mann and Meteor were 38rd with 8 
faults. For the U. S. Team, Mr. Stein- 
kraus was 11th with 13.25; Mr. Mc- 
Cashin was 13th with 16 and Maj. 
Russell was 14th with 23. 


At the beginning of the equestrian 
events, the individual dressage held 
the spotlight. The U. S. representa- 
tives performed with distinction and 
put up creditable performances. They 
were scored with credit points as 
follows: Major Robert J. Borg on 
Bill Biddle finished 11th with 498; 
Miss Marjorie Haines and The Flying 
Dutchman were 17th with 446 and 
Major Hartmann Pauly, riding the 
substitute horse, Reno Overdue in- 
stead of Noble, was 27th with 315.5. 

During the training period before 
the riders and horses left for Fin- 
land, the Three Day Event team 
didn’t receive too much publicity. 
However, they worked hard and 
trained well. When the events were 
over, the U. S. team of Charles 
Hough, Jr., on Craigwood Park, Wal- 
ter Staley, Jr. on Cassivellannus and 
J. E. B. Wofford on Benny Grimes 
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finished 3rd pehind Sweden and Ger- 
many. In the individual scoring for 
the Three Day Event, Mr. Hough 
was 9th, Mr. Staley 18th and Mr, 
Wofford 31st.

John Warde, Esq. 





The Father of Foxhunting Was Master For 


57 Years and An Old Member of B.D.S.

Early in the eighteenth century, 
in 1731 to be exact, John Warde, a 
squire who had spent his early days 
at Middleton Park near Bicester, ex- 
changed that property which he had 
inherited, with the Lord Jersey of 
that day, thus acquiring the estate 
of Squerryes, near Westerham in 
Kent, and I have In my possession 
a photograph of a picture painted 
by a well-known artist of the arrival 
of the Warde family at their new 
home. It must have been a sight 
which thrilled the inhabitants of 
the little village of Westerham, 
which lies in the valley below the 
great hall with its many outbuild- 
ings. In the picture which forms 
an illustration of this article, one 
can see the arrival of the entire en- 
tourage and the new owner himself 
is evidently somewhat thrilled at 
the domain he has acquired and 
which he is pointing out to his wife 
who sits her horse beside him, while 
the children of a numerous family 
are playing in the foreground. 

I first visited Squerryes on a love- 
ly day in April, 1952, for I was very 
much interested in the grandson of 
this first John Warde, who became 
one of the outstanding figures in 
the foxhunting world of the early 
nineteenth century when he took 
the Mastership of the Pytchley at 
that time under the patronage of 
the Spencer family, as it is today. 
As Major Warde, the present owner, 
explained to me, some parts of the 
great hall were damaged in the late 
war by the bombs of: the would-be 
invader of England, but it is all 
very much the. same, and as my 
modern motor car came down the 
road from Limpsfield, there was no 
mistaking the Hall standing among 
some trees in the park above the 
lake. Of course the country around 
has been built up to a great extent, 
but it is easy to picture a meet of 
hounds there in the old days, and 
the fact that a few hounds are in 
the original painting which I have 
described above, makes it clear to 
me that hounds were kept in the 
family in those early days. 

John Warde, the subject of this 
article was born on January 23rd, 
1753. He was the oldest of a family 
of nine and he outlived all of his 
brothers and his sister, dying him- 
self in 1838, without issue. He was 
High Sheriff of Kent in 1778. 

His brother Charles’ evidently 
hunted with considerable regularity 
and kept a hunting diary which is 
3till extant, and is now the property 
of Major J. O’B. Warde who has 
been kind enough to let me see it. 
I gather that he hunted not only 
with his brother’s hounds but also 
with many other packs as his diary 
shows. For that matter, all the boys 
apparently hunted, but -John, being 
the eldest, was, I think, thoroughly 
spoiled by his father, who evidently 
adored his oldest son. John Warde’s 
father died in 1775, when the sub- 
ject of this sketch succeeded to the 
property. He apparently was away 
from home much of the time during 
the hunting season, although he in- 
variably passed his summers at 
3querryes and [| think brought his 
hounds and horses back there at that 
time. Contemporary writers fre- 
quently refer to the gatherings of 
Masters of Hounds who came to see 
the shows which took place there 
during the off season, and one can 
picture those gatherings when many 
of the most prominent hound men 
of the day, not only inspected Mr. 
Warde’s pack in the kennels, but 
30metimes brought with them their 
own hounds and a sort of miniature 
Hound Show was held. (Nor did 
they stop at that, for it was their 
sustom with the cordial approval 
of Mr. Warde, to have the- best 
hounds brought by their huntsman 
3ingly into the room after dinner, 
where the various Masters descant- 
ad upon their individual merits and 
passed a jovial evening.) What gay 
old days those were. 

There is a very persistent story— 
{ can hardly call it a rumour, for 
no less an authority than Robert T. 
Vyner supports it—that John Warde

went abroad in 1772 and maintained 
a pack of hounds in the Forest of 
Rouen for the better part of a year. 
There is no one who has confirmed 
this rumour positively, nor has it 
been possible for any of Warde’s 
biographers to find any evidence of 
this overseas expedition. But it 
seems to me not-only possible, but 
probable that the young man—he 
was only just twenty years old at 
this time—might well have joined 
some French sportsman in the mas- 
tership of a pack during his sojourn 
in France. At any rate, there is no 
question of the fact that on his re- 
turn abroad he maintained a private 
pack at Squerfyes, hunting the coun- 
try from his home kennels for a 
time and later extending his country 
to Yattenden, in Berkshire, where 
he built a kennel. 

It would be hard for me to tell at 
this time of the many relics and pic- 
tures which Major Warde showed 
me on that morning when I visited 
Squerryes. First of all there was 


old John Warde’s horn, very much 
like a horn IL have in my. possession 
which belonged to Squire Farquhar- 
son, who hunted Dorsetshire in 1804 
—rather longer than the present 
horn usually used today. 


I also saw 


» horse,

and hound were considered 
admirable, and the artistic ability ex- 
hibited in the handling gained the 
painter no little reputation. It must 
be added that he was lucky in his 
equine subject, for Biue Ruin was 
known as an extraordinary hunter. 
Foaled in 1810, Blue Ruin derived 
his name from the fact that he was 
bred by a gin distiller at Maidstone; 
he was thred parts bred, being by Mr. 
Mellish’s Thoroughbred Didler, by 
Pegasus, a horse nearly related to 
the famous Wellesley Arabian, out 
of a Half-bred mare. He stood six- 
teen lands, and was long a favourite

the family ‘‘weight-book,’’ and it 
was amusing to note that John 
Warde’s weight in his youth was not 
very much greater than that of the 
average man today—which leads me 
to believe that in his early days the 
“Father of Foxhunting’’, as he was 
called by some people, was not as 
heavy a man as he is always shown 
in his pictures. I saw very beautiful 
portraits of John Warde’s mother 
and father and also many pictures 
of hounds, one of them particularly 
interesting as it showed a fox up 
a tree with two couple of hounds 
around it and among them one can 
easily distinguish his favourite 
hound Betsy, which is in the pic- 


.» ture of Warde on Blue Ruin, which 


is so well-known,—the one of which 
Sir Walter Gilbey wrote, in his well- 
known volume Animal Painters of 
England (Volume I). 


“In the following year, William 
Barraud’s work attracted the atten- 
tion of the famous Master of Hounds, 
Mr. John Warde, known after 57 
years of mastership as the ‘Father of 
Foxhunters’. The approbation of so 
acute a judge of horse and hound in- 
dicates the skill with which the 
young artist reproduced the charac- 
ter of an animal on his canvas. His 
first picture for Mr. Warde was a 
portrait of Betsy, a favourite fox- 
hound pitch, and the next, painted in 
the following year, a portrait group 
comprising Mr. Warde on Blue Ruin, 
with Betsy looking up to her master. 
The picture of Betsy was engraved 
by J. Webb and reproduced in the 
Sporting Magazine; a plate by Webb 
from the second work was published 
in the New Sporting Magazine. 

“This portrait group proved a 
fortunate commission to William 
Barraud; the likenesses of master, 


of Mr. Warde, who, as his picture 
shows, was no ordinary welter 
weight. Blue Ruin was a marvel- 


lous stayer, and is said to have done 
sixty-two miles in a curricle with- 
out having the bit removed from his 
mouth. This horse reached his thir- 
tieth year in Mr. Ward’s possession, 
and at that age was still able to do 
occasional journeys in harness to 
London. ‘The Father of Foxhunt- 
ing,’ a portrait of Mr. Warde, paint- 
ed by W. Barraud, engraved in large 
size and printed in colours, was pub- 
lished in 1835 by Rudolph Acker- 
mann.” 


Perhaps the most famous of all 
the likenesses of John Warde is the 
one painted by James Green and en- 


graved by Charles Turner in 1829, 
Writing of it, ‘‘Nimrod”’ says that it 
is ‘“‘a most admirable full-length like- 
ness of this renowned foxhunter— 
this rsal specimen of an English 
gentleman.” It hangs today where it 
is best appreciated, to wit, in the 
dining room at Squerryes, and ] 
could not help thinking as I sat at 
lunch with John Warde’s descendant, 
that ‘‘Nimrod’”’ spoke truly when he 
said. that it represented him in his 
real character, and in the costume 
in which he had appeared for the 
last half century. He describes it 
thus:—‘‘He wears -a single-breasted 
coat, with a sprig of honeysuckle in 
the button hole—no bad emblem by 
the. way of his very amiable disposi- 
tion—and the neat leather breeches 
and boots are conspicuously arrayed. 
Neither are the boot-garters forgot- 
ten. He is sitting on a sofa—a fav- 
orite foxhound bitch (Glory) rests 
her head on his knee—and as his 
right hand is expanded, and his 
countenanée very brilliantly lighted 
up, he is supposed to be in the act 
of relating some amusing anecdote 
in a manner peculiar to himself, and 
with a humour which sets all imita- 
tion at defiance. Nor is this all. Be- 
hind him is to be seen a four-horse 
whip, with the point of the thong 
neatly tied up to the crop, and the 
capes of a box coat are also visible 
in the background. The latter arti- 
cles of course are in honour of the 
coach box, of which he has been a 
steady admirer through a long ser- 
ies of years; and by way of perpet- 
uating the fame of a meeting to 
which he is warmly attached, he has 
united the occupations of Master of 
hounds and gentleman-coachman; as 
the following is, at his own request, 
the inscription to the plate:- ‘John 
Warde, Esq. 57 years master of fox: 
hounds, and an old member of the 
B..D. C.’" As I have already said, 
this portrait was engraved by Char- 
les Turner in 1829, and published by 
Mr. John Hatchett, of Hatchett’s 
Hotel, Piccadilly. 


As a matter of fact there are two 
copies of this latter portrait, the 
one deseribed above was painted on 
the order of John Hatchett and hung 
for many years im his Hotel, while 
a copy, also in the possession of 
Major Warde, was painted to fulfill 
an order given by John Warde who 
wished to, give it to his wife, and at 


‘her request, the emblems of coaching

NATS as 
presently organized is a grouping of 
13 state and regional associations. 
rhe income trom these 13 member- 
ships has not been sufficient to fin- 
ance desirabfe programs and activi- 
ties or maintain an adequate central 
office. Deficits have been made up 
by annual contributions trom nearly 
iv0 individual breeders. 

An aggressive campaign to secure 
a substantial number of sustaining, 
active and associated members will 
ibe undertaken py the state and re- 
gional associations to support the 
programs and activities planned for 
the coming year. 

Nearly a year ago proposals were 
presented for an affiliation of the 
two existing breeders associations. 
NATB voted its approval at its an- 
nual meeting at Miami last Febru- 
ary. The American ‘Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association has taken no 
action on the suggested affiliation. 

if the proposais for a joint execu- 
tive committee and a joint central 
office with a full time executive dir- 
ector are approved by the American 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association 
at its Saratoga meeting in August, 
NATB will continue as a group of 
state and regional associations. If 
the two associations do not agree to 
combine their efforts, the NATB 
committee has been instructed by the 
directors to proceed with plans and 
program as adopted at the present 
meeting. 


SUCCESSFUL BOOK 

Chris Wood, Jr., director of hurdle 
racing at Monmouth Park, was re- 
ceiving congratulations on the fine 
season of infield sport provided this 
year. Wood’s book filled in every in- 
stance and the response to some of 
the races he scheduled was so great 
that two extra events were carded 
by the management to give horse- 
men a chance to run. The season 
wound up successfully with six 
participating in the Midsummer Hur- 
dle Handicap for $10,000 added. 

Monmouth Park’s hurdle season, 
which closed Friday, August 1, with 
the running of the Midsummer 
Handicap, was one designed to en- 
courage Many owners and trainers 
in the hurdle division of the sport.

Two Innovations Marked This Year’s 
Show As the Best Held Thus Far

Cool, summer preezes and a large 
field of entries made for a delightful 
outing on top of Chestnut Hill, Litch- 
field, Conn., at this year’s annual 
Litchfield County Hound Show. 
Nearby horse shows drew some of 
last year’s record crowd away, but 
nonetheless a packed ringside watch- 
ed the Middlebury Hunt’s superb 
dog hound, Hornet, sweep to best-of- 
show honors, over his own litter 
mate, Middlebury Heather. 


Two innovations marked this 
year’s show as the best so far. The 
first was a puppy class open only to 
children under 14 who had walked 
the puppy they were showing them- 
selves. The puppies were judged, not 
on conformation, but on condition, 
manners, way of going, and on how 
they were handled by their young 
Masters of Puppies. Over a dozen fit 
and friendly puppies were led into 
the ring and the class was both 
heartening to Masters whose young 
entry were. being so well brought 
along, and charming for the spec- 
tators. Litchfield Gypsy, (aged 4 
months), in fact, was in such top 
condition that she was able to keep 
the upper paw during most of the 
class over her huntsman’s daughter, 
(aged 4 years). Most of the credit 
for initiating this puppy class goes 
to Chester LaRoche Esq. M. F. H. of 
the Fairfield Hunt. 


The second innovation which high- 
lighted the show was Fletcher Har- 
per’s and Wilbur Ross Hubbard’s 
judging of a class over the public 
address system. Middlebury, Rom- 
bout and Golden’s Bridge generously 
allowed their top dog hounds to be 
publicly exposed to the unerring eyes 
of these judges, and the _ class 
was undoubtedly the highpoint of the 
day. Mr. Hubbard spoke first on the 
general points which are looked for 
in an American Hound, and on the 
faults which are most common. Mr. 
Harper then took over the micro- 
phone and gave a clear, concise, and 
very practiced critique of the fine 
dog hounds in the class. Like the 
hounds in the ring, the delivery and 
manner of presentation of both jud- 
ges was very hard to fault. A spon- 
taneous and enthusiastic round of 
applause followed the end of this 
class and, along with the puppy 
class, it will pe, with the permission 
of the judges, incorporated in all 
shows from now on. 


The final class of the day was the 
pack class, and Dr. Richard Gilyard 
added to Middlebury’s nearly clean 
sweep of the show by putting his 
mixed 5 couple hounds through their 
paces so cheerfully and promptly 
that they were awarded ist prize 
over the more level, and _ better 
matched Millbrook pack. 


As always Mr. and Mrs. Sherman 
Haight, Sr., and sons Fred and Sher- 
man, Jr., did a first rate job of set- 
ting up and running the show. They 
welcomed all to their place atop 
Chestnut Hill, and provided them 
with a wonderful day.
